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. The President’s Report. 
Brethren of Kansas Snyod: 

For thirty-nine years this Synod has met in annual convention to 
consider the high interests of the holy Zion which has always held 
an inner place in its heart of hearts. We are now entering the 
fortieth year of our history and at a season when our beloved land 
is at peace with all the world, and is enjoying a season of pros- 
perity unparalleled in its history, and our own State is rich in the 
possession of homes, and lands, and crops, and happiness. It is 
when one reads the story of the past, of its drouths, its grasshopper 
plagues, its burnt seasons of boom and false prosperity through 
which our Churth has lived and faithfully done her work under 
the limitations of her environment, that we can truly see how God 
indeed has been our Ebenezer. The reports of today indicate that 
the Church is also in a measure sharing the general prosperity of the 
land. We believe these reports this year will indicate a substantial’ 
gain over last year. During the past year we have suffered no loss 
from death in our ranks, our pastorates are unusually well supplied 
with men, and strong men, too, and everything bids fair for a most 
aggressive year’s work if we will but live up to our opportunities.

RESIGNATION OF THE SECRETARY. 


‘The removal of the Secretary out of the bounds of the Synod 
was the occasion of his resignation on April 2, 1907, at which time 
the Synodical archives and seal were shipped to me, according to the 
constitution, since which time your President has performed the 
duties of Secretary. 
NEW CHARTER. 


According to the instructions of the Synod a new charter run- 
ning for ninety-nine years was obtained from the State of Kansas, 
upon which the Trustees of Synod will duly report. 


NEW ORGANIZATIONS AND DEDICATIONS. 


In December a request came to your President asking him to 
dedicate a new church at Campus, in Gove county, and organize a 
congregation. As the town was a new one, located on the main 
line of the U. P. railroad, we preferred to wait until the building 
was completed. Here I found a fine wheat and stock raising com- 
munity eager for a church, and as the leading spirits were Luth- 
eran, they decided in favor of a Lutheran church, and proceeded 
to erect a building, leaving the matter of organization for a later 
season. When the building was completed I gave them a Sunday, 
preaching from a stand, the congregation being seated on temporary 
plank benches. After organizing a Sunday School | advised them 
to defer the organization of a church until after a series of gospel 
services be held. These were held by Rev. John A. Bright, with 
very good results. On the 7th of April I again gave them a Sunday, 
organized the church with thirty-eight charter members, elected 
officers, conducted an appeal for funds, raising $1,250, which more 
than covered the indebtedness, and then dedicated the church. In 
this service I was assisted by Rev. Bright. The church is a frame 
structure, 28 by 40 feet, with a cupola over a vestibule 12 by 14 
feet, which cost, including furnishings, $2,000. Rev. Bright also 
held a week’s preaching services at Orion, twelve miles south of 
Campus, and organized a preaching point there which is now ready 
to be developed into a church. These two points have already unit- 
ed, and have just completed a neat parsonage of eight rooms, with 
five on the lower floor finished, costing, all told, $1,200, and further 
have pledged themselves to pay a salary of $700 and free use of the 
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parsonage, and have given a unanimous call to Rev. Bright, which 
he has accepted, beginning October 1. The charge applies for admis- 
sion into the Kansas Synod. Rarely has such work been done so 
quickly and at so little expense to the Synod. The charge becomes 
; _ self-sustaining from the start. At the dedication I pledged $50 in 
the name of the Church Extension Board and was ready to pledge 
a similar sum in the name of the Kansas Synod, but it was not 
8. needed. Doubtless there are other similar points in Western Kansas 

i which should be looked after.

THE GLASCO REQUEST.

directed by Kansas Synod. On the 2nd of October, 1907, they paid 
the final installment of the money specified, and a week later, after 
I had written twice for the reports, they sent in both a “Parochial” 
report and a “State of the Church” report, and so having complied ° 
finally with the specified requirements, I issued the letters on the 
oth inst. 


TREASURER’S BOND. 

The Treasurer's bond having expired on the 20th of July, 1907, | 
had it renewed for another year. The bond is in the sum of $1,000 
and is covered by the United States Fidelity and Guarantee Com- 
pany of Baltimore, Md., of which Mr. A. L. Selig, of Lawrence, 
Kan., is the agent. The bond costs $4.00 per year. 


CHURCH IMPROVE MENTS. 


The Abilene congregation has made a handsome addition to its 
church for the accommodation of its Sunday School. The struc-_ 
ture is 37 by 56 feet, of pressed brick and stone trimmings. On the 
first floor is a vestibule entrance 15 by 16 feet, a primary room 16 
by 19 feet and a main room 36 by 36 feet. In the basement is a 
large dining room and kitchen with concrete floor. The improve- 
ments with furnishings will cost over $8,000. It will soon be ready 
for occupancy. 

The Scherer Memorial church at Chapman has spent $500 in 
improving and beautifying its property and contemplates further im- 
provements during the coming year. 

The Hays church has installed an excellent system of electric 
lights and built cement walks, at a cost of $350. 

The First church of Kansas City, Mo., recently made improve- 
ments in the intetior of their building, costing $500. 

The basement of the Ottawa church was recently overhauled to 
make more room for the Primary Department of the Sunday School, 
at a cost of $600. 

The Peabody church has adopted plans for a fine new stone struc- 
ture, auditorium, Sunday School room, primary room, pastor's study 
and choir room, with a total seating capacity of over 600 and to 
cost $15,000. 

The Salina church has installed a fine new furnace in the par- 
sonage, decorated all of the ten rooms of the building, built a roo 
bi rrell cistern, placed new windows in the lecture room and in- 
stalled an electric motor for the operation of the pipe organ, cost- 
ing all told nearly $500. 
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The St. Joseph church has instituted a movement through which 
it hopes to pay off its $3,000 debt by January 1, 1909. 

The Wellington church has purchased new pews, installed natural 
gas for light and fuel in both church and parsonage, re-decorated 
the church, purchased a piano, and laid brick sidewalks, at an ex- 
pense of over $500. 

The Waterville congregation made much needed improvements 
to its property, costing $300. 

The Whitewater church has laid new brick walks, re-decorated 
the church, installed a gasoline light plant, added eighty new 
hymnals, and paid off a debt on the parsonage, expending all told 
$600. 

At Sedalia, Mo., a new furnace was installed and the debt re- 
duced, representing an outlay of $200. 

At Oklahoma City a new ‘chancel and altar and cloths, two chan- 
cel tables, hymn board, an oil painting of the Ascension were placed 
and the interior of the church painted, at a cost of $275. 

St. Mark’s, Atchison. Basement improved and enlarged for Pri- 
mary work and devotional and social meetings, new walk, etc., at a 
cost of about $700. 

Improvements St. Mark's, Emporia. A new roof was put on the 
church, the exterior wood work painted, the chancel rebuilt and an 
altar, baptismal font and number board put in and other improve- 
memts made, amounting in all to $800. 


VACANCIES AND SUPPLIES. 


We entered upon our duties one year ago with a frightful list 
of vacancies, to fill which with a marked scarcity of ministers in 
the Church at large tasked our ingenuity to the* utmost. The va- 
cancies at Emporia, Beloit, Bunker Hill, Oklahoma City, Kansas 
City First Church, Valley Falls, Effingham, Eureka, Topeka and 
Perth have been very satisfactorily filled with a splendid force of 
competent men. Supplies were secured at Kansas City, First 
Church, in the person of Rev. M. J. Firey, D.D.; at Topeka, where 
during a vacancy of cight months not a Sunday went by without a 
supply; and at Campus your President and several of the Western 

contributed services, and New Cambria was supplied for 

1 a month by your President. New Cambria is now ready to 
_and offers $650 and parsonage. Whitewater became 

vacam on the ist instant. These are the only vacancies waten are 


able to support a pastor. 
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MANCHESTER CHURCH. 


- During the year Mr. Theo. Bender, the only remaining trustee of 
St: James’ Church, at Manchester, called on me, stating that but 
three or four families remained in Manchester and some of those 
were about to move away, and they desired to dispose of their prop- 
erty and disband. The time seemed seasonable, as a Methodist 
Church desired to purchase the property. I advised the Church to 
‘deed the property to the Board of Church Extension with instruc- 
tions that the proceeds be applied to mission work on Kansas Synod 
‘territory. After a visit from Dr. Yarger to verify these develop- 
‘ments, this was done last May. 


STATE OF THE CHURCH. 


A careful study of the reports on the State of the Church indi- 
cate a prosperous and healthy condition. I make a few specifica- 
tions to illustrate this: 

Two-thirds of our pastors report the attendance on the stated 
services as growing, while one-third report it as stationary. . 

‘Of our pastorates, six out of every seven report faithfulness in 
the use of the public means of grace; on the other hand, in spe- 
cial seasons of religious awakenings, the very opposite proportion 
is reporied. 

Practically every pastorate reported parents.as faithful in pre- 
serting their children for Baptism. 

In the matter of family worship and religious instruction in the 
hotisehold, nearly all of the pastors reported 4 sad neglect. 

All of our charges save one keep the Sunday School in operation 
all the year through, and every one of them use Lutheran lesson 
helps, and in all of the charges save two the catechism is regularly 
taught. 

All of our pastorates contribute to all of the Boards of the 
Church by and through an established plan, save two, and six out 
of every seven report a manifest pot in the ore of benevo- 
lence. 

In twenty-two charges there are missionary Organizations, while 
in twelve there are none. 

As a rule all report the church officers as reasonably diligent in 
the performance of their duties, and this possibly accounts for the 
remarkable report: from all of the pastorates to the effect that the 


pastor’s salary is paid promptly. 
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MEMORIAL TO MIDLAND BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 


As per the instruction of the Synod, I attended the annual mect- 
ing of the Board of Trustees of Midland College in May, and pre- 
semted your memorial petitioning for an increase in the representa- 
tion of this Synod on the Board of Trustees, giving the reasons 
therefor. I was received with courtesy and attention. The mem-

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Report of Trustees of Midland College. 


Your Trustees would report that our institution closed a very 
successful year last June. The total enrollment of students reached 
205. and 30 were graduated from all departments, eight of these 
received degrees of graduation from the college courses. Finan- 
cially, the college was in excellent shape at the close of the year. 

Three vacancies which occurred in the teaching force were filled 
by securing Miss Martin, of Atchison, as instructor in the academy ; 
Miss McAfee, of Topeka, as instructor in voice; and Miss Murray, 
of Ohio, as instructor in public speaking. By action of the Trustees 
last June this work was made a fixed feature of the English de- 
partment, and now students of both college and academy may take 
training in public speaking without extra cost in tuition. A biological 
labratory has been fitted up in connection with the chemical and 
physical labratories which makes work along this line more practical. 
A new bench lantern has been added, and Prof. Crouse has done 
much personal work to make the scientific department as complete 
as possible. Prof. Anderson is now using a fine new set of sur- 
veyor’s instruments which have lately been secured. 

General improvements have been made about the ,buildings and 
grounds. A water supply has been provided and toilet and laundry 
conveniences installed for Oak Hall. The installation of natural 
gas for the heating of the plant and for laboratory work has been 
the most marked improvement of the year. 

The fall term opened with a larger enrollment than last year and 
the president reports the Freshman Class as one of the largest in 
the history of the institution. 

We recommend the adoption of the following:

We have at present as our wards twelve boys and nine girls from 
the following Synods: 
Southern Illinois, eleven. | lowa, four. 
Northern Illinois, five. Wartburg, one. 


Three of our boys and one girl are full orphans, eight boys and 
three girls have mothers living; three girls and one boy, a father. 

Health. The health of our large family has been good, notwith- 
standing our crowded condition, for through the winter we housed 
twenty-nine human beings under one ‘roof. 

School. Arrangement was made last year for the instruction of 
our children in the village school and similar terms have been agreed 
upon for the coming year. Under the painstaking labors of the 
teacher, the children made satisfactory progress. 

Religion. Careful attention is paid to the religious training of the 
children. Four of our boys and twp girls united with the church 
last Easter. 

Admissions. In the year past four children have been received. 

Dismissions. One of our girls haVing reached the age limit and 
four other children, all at the request of their mothers, have been 
dismissed. 

The Farm. Five hundred and seventy-nine bushels of corn and 
three fat hogs have been sold. This season some land nearby was 
renied and planted in oats and corn. 

Expenditures. It is the policy of the institution to keep down ex- 
penses as low as possible without neglecting any interest of the 
children. 

Many families of but few members expend annually more money 
than is required to support our large household. 

Prospects. Some cash donations have recently been made. Many 
expressions of interest are given by friends everywhere and we have 
assurance that the orphanage is rememberd in wills. 

Needs. We need an addition to our present building and must 
have it this coming year. 

It would be positively wicked, and presuming upon the care of 
providence, to receive any more little ones before we get more room.

Kansas City, Mo.; Oklahoma City, os) hang St. Joseph, Sedalia, 
Wellington, Whitewater. 

A brief resume of the situation in ina several charges is as 
follows : 

Bunker Hill.—Has not shown any decided progress — the 
year past. The Excelsior congregation is doing a good work and 
now furnishes half the pastor's support, and it is hoped that Mt. 
Zion can be developed during the year to do their part and release 
the Board. They ask for $100.00 ~ another year. 

Effingham.—Became vacant in April and remained vacant until 
July 1, when the Rev. E. Bollman took charge. The report at pres- 
ent indicates some encouraging features, and yet, due to the va- 
cancy of several months and the recent division of the charge, as 
it formerly was composed, the congregation asks for the same as- 
sistance to be continued. 
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Garnett—A Sunday School has been organized in this church 
during the year and five added to the church membership. They 
ask for the same amount as last year. 

Hutchinson.—Shows an increase in membership during the year 
of 20 per cent. The Sunday School is constantly growing and the 
interest in general is hopeful. There are prospects for the 
future, but nevertheless the situation at Hutchinson, due to the 
rapid growth of the city and the influx of new people and remov:! 
of others, may be characterized 4; critical. The hopefulness of the 
pastor may be seen in the fact that Hutchinson asks for $25 less 
than last year, notwithstanding a heavy burden imposed by the pavy- 
ing of the street on which the church stands. 

Kansas City, Kan.—This mission is making slow but substantial 
progress. There has been a nét increase of 13 in the church member- 
ship and 15 in the Sunday School enrollment. A Missionary Soci- 
ety has been substantially developed. The same aid will be needed 
as last year. 

St. Joseph, Mo.—This field is now entitled to a%position on the 
honor roll of the former missions of this Synod, having become 
self-supporting November 1, 1906. The pastor and congregation are 
to be congratulated upon the attainment of this‘ desired end. 

Sedalia.—Situation at Sedalia practically unchanged. Removals 
and accessions about balance. Attendance and interest varying. 
No change can be made in aid asked until an interest bearing debt 
a to accomplish which the congregation is bending every 
effort. 

Wellington.—Has been doing excellent work during the year. The 
congregation reports a net increase in membership of 18. Improve- 
ments have been made on the church property and parsonage, cost- 
ing $800, which is all paid and provided for. They promise to ask 
for a reduction in their appropriation from the Board of Home 
Missions next year. 

_ Kansas City, Mo.—The most encouraging word from this field 
is the fact that the congregation has decided to re-locate the 
church, getting away from the downtown district and settling in a 
more favorable suburban location. This move will mean much in 
mspiring new hope. Due to this contemplated move, the congrega- 
tion asks for the same aid for the coming year. 

_ Oklahoma City.—Rev. George Beiswanger took charge of this mis- 
sion February 1, 1907. He reports an addition of thirty to the Sun- 
day School, seventeen have been received into church fellowship, a 
substantial increase has been made in the contributions, both for 
benevolence and for the home work, and the prospect is hopeful. 
No aid will be asked from this Synod for the coming year, but the 
congregation will require the same amount as last year from the 
Board of Home Missions. 

Ottawa.—Everything favorable so far as. attendance and interest 
is concerned. Every department of the work has been advancing. 
The only discouraging feature during the past year is the fact of a 
number of removals, causing heavy financial loss, temporarily. Were 


_ it not for this loss, Ottawa could get along with less help, must 


ask for the same amount. 
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W hitewater.—Rev. Shirck resigned October 1st, 1907. During the 
td the work was encouraging and it is unfortunate that this field 
vacant at this time. At the present time the egation 

is hopeful of securing a pastor soon. But the continued aid of the 
Board is necessary at least for another year, — from the time 


a pastor takes charge. 


During the year the congregations have paid on apportionment for 
Home Missions the sum of $870.70, which shows a deficit of $128.30. 
Besides this $181.34 were contributed to Synodical Home Missions. 


NEW WORK. 

Opportunity to secure one of the Midland theological students, 
Mr. F. V. Christ, in uly, § led the committee to send him to Me- 
Pherson, to canvass the place. Mr. Christ spent nearly a week 
there and then gave it up, reporting the opposition from the Swedish 
people too strong to insure success. The opportunity at McPherson 
seemed very ripe, as a centrally located M. E. church building was 
available either to rent or to purchase. Your committee has not 
given up the hope of locating, some day, an English church of our 
faith in this center of Swedish Lutherans, of whom there are eight 
or ten thousand in the county. The greatest obstacle in McPherson 
is the large number of English-speaking churches there. The griev- 
ous thing about it is the fact of other denominations feeding off 
of our Lutheran heritage. Your committee recommends : 

1. That we urge the Home Missions on the territory to apply © 
next year for smaller amounts, aiming to decrease steadily the aid 
desired and to reach the position of self-support ac the earliest day 
possible. 

2. We recommend that the Boavd of Home Missions be urged 
to appropriate to the missions on this territory the sums received 
by them last year. 

3. That in addition to the above we endorse the application of 
Norcatur-Long Island, for the sum of $100. 

4. That the Board be authorized to proceed at once to make a 
canvass of Pittsburg, Kansas, and if the field is found to be ready 
for our work, they are to co-operate with the Board of Home Mis- 
sions in securing a pastor and they are authorized to promise $200 
towards the support of the work for the first year.

Report of Historical Committee. 


Your committee take pleasure in’ presenting to this session of 
Kansas Synod the completed “History of Kansas Synod, together 
with brief presentation of other Lutheran bodies in Kansas.” The 
editorial work was done by the chairman of the committee, who has 
devoted a large part of his leisure hours during the past two years 
to this work. No labor or effort has been spared to make the work 
thorough and complete. The manuscript was reviewed by two mem- 
bers of the committee before publication, and the completed work 
we believe will be satisfactory, considering the brief limits into 
which it had to be condensed, owing to the financial risk involved 
in its publication. The committee decided that 300 brevier pages 
was the justified limit as to size. In order to bring the volume down 
to this limit the editor has writen the work over three times until 
it was condensed sufficiently to put it'to press. Bids for the publi- 
cation were received on certain specifications, as follows: 

Lutheran Publication Society, 250 pp, brevier, 1,000 
German Literary Board, 250 pages, brevier, 750 


The latter bid was accepted. The securing of half-tone cuts was 
so managed by the editor that no expense was incurred to the com- 
mittee, the cuts made at the committee’s expense being born by a 
small profit made on the hundred odd cuts made.

Report of the Delegates to General Synod. 


A full delegation from the Kansas Synod gathered with their 
- brethren in the Lord in Zion’s Evangelical Lutheran Church, Sun- 
bury, Penna., for the forty-third convention of the General Synod. 
A truly Christian spirit prevailed among the representatives of the 
Church assembled in council. We beheld how sweet and how pleas- 
ant it is to dwell together in unity and concord. 

Praise waited for God in Zion that he had wrought glorious things 
in his Church through his servants. The rich fruitage of the past 
two years created a hopeful optimism that larger golden hearvests 
shall be won in the future. 

A survey of the minutes of the Kansas Synod for the past de- 
cade reveals that your delegates to the various conventions of the 
Church reported each General Synod better than the one preceding. 
Our report today is in harmony with this sentiment. By common 
consent the General Synod reached “high water mark” at this con- 
vention. For this we thank God and take courage. It is as it should 
be. FEeach bi-ennium should witness more souls born into the king- 
dom; God’s stewards in our Lutheran Zion should lay riches and 
larger gifts upon the altar and the Church should plan with increas- 
ing faith to enlarge the place of its tent, stretch forth the curtains 
of its habitation, lenghen its cords and strengthen its stakes. 

Only one incident occurred to cast gloom over the Synod. Rev. I. H. 
McGann, D.D., of Lewisburg, Penna., a member of the Susquehanna 
delegation, was stricken down with apoplexy on Monday afternoon, 
May 26. Kind hands ministered tenderly to the beloved brother, 
but death came a few hours later. The faithful servant of God, a 
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man full of iaith and the Holy Ghost, mighty in works, was called 
from the Church military to the Church triumphant. B 
We submit a few items of special interest. 


1. The Kansas Synod is very much interested in the location of 
the Western Theologica inary. Authority was given to the 
Board of Education to select a permanent site and erect a permanent 
building for said Seminary at the earliest possible date. 

2. The apportionment of the Board of Education has been in- 
creased from 12 to 20 cents. This increase was authorized so that 
annual grants of money might be made to Pennsylvania College, 
Wittenberg College, Susquehanna University and Watts’ Memorial 
College. We are pleased to inform the Synod that $1,500 was voted 
for the Library Endowment Fund of Midland College. 

The Board of Education was authorized to make an annual appro- 
priation of $2,000 to Breklum Institute, in Germany. A _ recom- 
mendation is made to the District Synods to support students at 
Breklum. Such students after completing the course in the Father- 
som will be assigned to the seminary selected by the supporting

_ The apart of the Board of Foreign Missions was very in- 
spiring. Perhaps the item of the report which elicited the greatest 
rejoicing and gratitude was the fact that six new missionaries had 
volunteered for the work in Africa, in response to the appeal of the 
Board for more workers on the dark continent. 

4. Extreme gratification was expressed that the report of the 
Home Mission Board showéd an advance in total receipts of more 


' than $26,000 and larger spiritual and benevolent results in the mis- 


sions. The Board was authorized to take necessary proceedings to 
amend its charter, if that be necessary, for the extension of the work 
to Canada and South America. 


5. Our Synod has been apportioned for each year of the biennium 
as follows: 


6. The Lutheran Publication Society was authorized to begin the 
— of a new magazine to be entitled “Lutheran Church 
Work.” It will be the official organ of the General Synod. All 
the departments of the Church are to be represented. The new 
publicatiqn will have 48 pages. The Missionary Journal will be

your delegation to the pros committee, but it was not brought to 
the attention of the Synod. A petition from the Olive Branch 
Synod to the same effect was submitted, so the matter was brought 
to the attention of the General Synod as this Synod desired. A

8 Pastors are very much embarrassed frequently on account of 
the request of divorced persons to officiate at their weddings. We 
call attention to the action of the highest body of our Church rela- 
tive to the rema e of such persons. “The General Synod rec- 
ommends to all the District Synods connected with it that for the 
guidance of their ministers, they make and establish this rule, that 
no minister should perform the marriage ceremony for a divorced 
person whose divorced husband or wife is still living, except the 
mnocent party in a divorce granted on Scriptural grounds, namely, 
adultery, or wilful or malicious desertion, or such extreme cruelty 
as may be included under the same principle, and then only after 
the lapse of a period of twelve months after the divorce has been 
granted, and that for their information as to the facts in the case 
they may with a good conscience accept the statement made in the 
license granted by the State or in such other legal document as 
may be presented to them by the partics applying for marriage. 

9. The Board of Directors of Tabitha Home submitted a report 
of that institution. The Home was accepted by the General Synod, 
an apportionment of two cents was made for its support and the 
institution was commended to all the people of the Church, especi- 
ally those upon its territory, for their support, their prayers and 
their interest. 

10. The General Synod inaugurated the Laymen’s Movement. 
An hour was set apart.to hear addresses on the benevolent work of 
the Church several active laymen. A general committee was 
authorized to be composed of one layman from each District Synod, 
with an Executive Committee of tive members. We are pleased to 
report that Kansas Synod has the honor of being represented on 
the Executive Committee by Mr. Jesse W. Schwartz, of St. Joseph, 
Missouri, who is present at this mecting of the Synod and who 
will be heard on this subject. The purpose of this movement is to 
aid the pastor to interest the laymen more deeply in the benevolent 
work of the Church.

Report of Tabitha Home Committ 
Your committee appointed to visit Tabitha Home at Lincoln, Neb., 


to confer with committees from other Synods of the General Synod, — 
assembled in Lincoln on November 20, 1906. These committees de- 
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cided to talk over and assume control of Tabitha Home forthe 
General Synod of the Lutheran Church. The Board of Trustees of 
the Home; composed of citizens of Lincoln, resigned and a new 
Board was elected, consisting of Rev. C. Rollin Sherck, President; 
Rev. Wm. Schuelzke, D.D., Rev. F. Wupper, Dr. A. T. Peters, 
Rev. R. Neumann and Rev. B. R. Lantz. 


A transfer of the property to the District Synods of the General 
Synod was then made A second meeting of the Board was held 
January 7, 1907, at which time Rev. H. L. Yarger, D.D., Rev. P. 
Bieger, Rev. J. H. Dirks and Rev. C. N. Swihart were elected to 
membership. At this meeting amended articles of incorporation were 
adopted. A third meeting of this Board was held on May 7, 1907, 
at which a new constitution was adopted and other business of great 
importance transacted. At this meeting of the Board Dr. A. T. 
Peters, of the Synod of Nebraska, and Mr. J. H. Humpe, manager 
of the Lincoln Traction Company, both members of Grace Luth- 
eran Church of Lincoln, were elected President and Treasurer, re- 
spectively. Rev. Schuelzke was elected Vice-President. At the last 
meeting of the General Synod, Tabitha Home was recognized as 
one of its institutions and commended to all the people of our 
Church, especially to those upon its territory, for their prayers, 
their interest and their support. The Board of Trustees is composed 
of representatives from the Kansas, German Nebraska, Nebraska, 
Wartburg and Rocky Mountain Synods. This Board, which is not 
to be composed of more than twenty members, is elected annually 
by the interested Synods. It will be the duty of this Synod to elect 
two members to the Board for the ensuing year. 

The purpose of this institution, as set forth in the constitution, is: 

First. To maintain a Deaconess Training School for nurses. 

Secondly. The Christian care of orphans, the aged, the destitute 
and the sick. 

There are ample accommodations for the accomplishment of this 
purpose. The principal building is a large, commodious structure, 
consisting of ninety rooms, thirty-two of which are upon the ground 
floor. These rooms will be set apart for the aged people who will 
be sheltered in the Home. The other fifty-eight rooms will be used 
for hospital purposes. 

From the very beginning of its connection with Tabitha Home the 
Board has had in view the establishment of a strong Lutheran hos- 
pital. On May 7, 1907, the hospital, of which the chairman of your 
committee is a member, made such a gratifying and favorable re- 
port that a motion prevailed that the Executive Committee be given 
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The estimated cost is $10,000. More than $7,000 of this amount has 
been subscribed by the citizens of Lincoln. Of the 110 regular physi- 
cians of Lincoln, 32 of the leading physicians compose the personnel 
of the medical staff of tlie hospital and 7 have promised and 
will give their hearty support. ! 

The Charity Organization of Lincoln is arranging with Tabitha 
Home to care for their cases requiring protracted treatment and pro- 
pose to endow a bed in one of the wards, this endowment to be 
available for building operations, if necessary. It will amount to 
at least $1,000. | 

The Home depends very. largely upon the Lutheran churches of 
its territory to furnish the rooms of the hospital. Other churches 
and organizations will aid in this blessed work, but we trust many of 
our own people, as they in sympathy “look down all the weary lines 
of life,” will be prompted to furnish a room that will care for the 
suffering sick for many years to come. | 

The orphans are being cared for in a large building on the prem- 
ises capable of accommodating forty children. Extensive repairs 
have been made in this building under the direct supervision of 
Dr. A. T. Peters and his wife. Two children have been in the or- 
phanage the past few days and others have been accepted. The 
children have been admitted to all school priyileges in the city 
schools, including the High School. They are, attending Sunday 
School at Grace Lutheran Church. | 

Several applications for the Home for the Aged are pending. At 
least one of these applicants, a blind Swede, will be accepted as 
som as the remodeling shall be sufficiently advanced. 

_ We recommend that the Kansas Synod not only raise its appor- 
tionment of two cents a member, but that the churches send the full 
amount of special offerings to Tabitha Home. 


We recommend that the Kansas Synod furnish a room at the 
cost of $75, to be known as the Kansas Synod Room, and that our 
pastors call upon the various auxiliaries of their churches and indi- 
viduals to aid in furnishing rooms in the hospital in the name of 
Christ, who ministered unto the bodies of men when he was on 
earth. | 


We recommend that one-half of the rear cover page of the min- 
utes of the Kansas Synod be allotted to Tabitha Home Hospital for 


advertisement space. 
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We recommend that the Kansas Synod elect two of its members 
to the Board of Directors annually.

To 
meet this challenge, to maintain our normal position, the Church in- 
stitution must be prepared to offer and to give the superior education 
for which it stands and to which it is committed. There can be no 
higher intellectual and moral standard in your Church than your 
institutions give. 


Nor should the increased cost of men and money in maintenance

Section 1. The name and title of this Synod 
shall be: Tue Evancericat Lutuekan Synop or 
KANSAS. 

Sec. 2. The Doctrinal Basis shall be, “The Word 
of God, as contained in the canonical Scriptures of 
the Old and New Testaments, as the only infallible 
rule of faith and practice, and the Augsburg Con- 
fession as a correct exhibition of the fundamental 
doctrines of the Divine Word, and the faith of our 
Church founded upon that Word.” 

Sec. 3. This Synod shall consist of all the ordain- 
ed Lutheran ministers and licentiates, together with 
one lay delegate from each pastoral district within 
‘its bounds, who submit to this Constitution. Each 
lay delegate shall have a seat, and the liberty of 
speech, and a vote. | 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of Synod to see that 
the rules of government and discipline prescribed in 
this Formula of Government are observed by all the 
congregations and ministers within its bounds, to 
receive appeals from decisions of church councils, 
and of special conferences, when regularly brought 
before it, and review and reverse and confirm the 
decisions to which they refer; to examine and de- 
cide on all charges against ministers and licentiates, 
that of heterodoxy alone excepted; to form and 
change ministerial districts; to attend to any busi- 
ness relating to the churches, which is reguiarly 
brought before it; to provide supplies for destitude 
congregations, and to devise and execute all suitable 
measures for the promotion of piety and the general 
prosperity of the Church, not otherwise disposed of 
in this Formula. 

Sec. 5. To this end the Synod and Ministerium 
shall have power to cite any church members within 
its bounds to appear before them; and to endeavor 
to obtain other witnesses, when the case may re- 
quire it. 

Sec. 6. If any congregation, hitherto in connec- 
tion with this Synod, should refuse to observe the 
resolutions of Synod, or the provisions of the Form- 
ula of Government, it shall be excluded from con- 
nection with the Synod during the time of its re- 
fusal; nor shall any other Synod, nor any Lutheran 
minister or licentiate, take charge of it without 
special permission of the President.

at such times during the Synodical year as the ex- 
igencies of the case may require. 

34 Believing that it would be a more efficient 
method of administering the funds of Synod, as well 
as to relieve the students from anxiety in regard to 
the payment of their bills, we recommend that this 
Synod found scholarships at Midland College. That 
the benefits of such scholarships be available to 

ung men of limited means who are preparing at 

idland College for the gospel ministry of the Gen- 
eral Synod of the Evangelical Lutheran Church in 
the United States of America, and whose piety and 
ability have been approved by the Committee on 
Beneficiary Education. That the money for such 
scholarships be paid by the Synodical Treasurer into 
the hands of the President of Midland College, or 
President of Western Theological Seminary, to be 
expended in the payment of tuition, room-rent, heat 
and board. That the Committee on Beneficiary Ed- 
ucation be governed by the existing rules in granting 
the benefits of such scholarships to young men; and 
that the Treasurer be instructed to require of such 
young men the same legal obligations as before. 

35. The amount paid by this Synod annually to 
any beneficiary student shall not exceed $150.00. The 
Committee on Beneficiary Education shall be allow- 
ed to aid any students they see fit, aside from those 
des ney Synod, provided the funds be in their

The Committee shall be empowered to make 
appropriations to worthy students for the ministry 
to supplement their own resources, in the interim

President’s Report. 


Our Saviour established His Church on earth that through an 
organize! and responsible agency the Gospel of salvation might be 
preached to all men. To this organization God committed His Holy 
Word, and upon this organization He breathed His Holy Spirit— 
endowing it with the power necessary for the evangelization of 
the world—and then gave the command to go out and preach the 
Gospel to all the world, with the assurance that He would be with 
His workers unto the end. It is not a question whether the Church 
eughi to do this work; it is a question of obedience. Will we do 
what Christ has told us to do, or will we not? That person who is 
not doing anything to extend the kingdom of God is not in the 
Church of Christ. And this has been the aim and true work of the 
Church from the day of Pentecost to the present. 

“The whole world for Christ” has been the motto, and though in 
sundry times and places this work lagged for want of zeal or knowl- 
edge, there have always been some who felt the burden of responsi- 
bility placed upon the Church by the Lord Himself. From the days 
of Lydia down to the present, woman has borne her share of this 
burden, and hag been a marked factor in every department of Church 
work. It remained for the last century t furnish special organiza- 
tions for woman’s work, and since this has been brought about 
mission work in all the churches has received a mighty impetus. 

Nor is the interest in this work diminishing, but on the contrary 
i$ increasing every year as the Church grows into wider knowledge 
and feels more keenly the condition of the unsaved. This increased 
interest is seen in the growth of schools for special study of mis- 
sion problems, in the many conferences held for exchange of plans, 
in schools being established for training of missionaries, and in the 
increased contributions of God's people everywhere. 

The prayer of the Church for many years that the world might 
everywhere be ope to the Gospel has been answered, and now 
the challenge is given to the Church to come and occupy. 


The women of our Lutheran Church are taking a noble part in 
this world-wide movement. True, we are not as old in the work, 
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nor as strong in number, nor as wealthy as some others, but for our 
years and means we are doing well. 

Other bodies of the Lutheran Church are gathering courage from 
the example of the women in the General Synod, and organizing for 
aggressive work. / 

The past year has been one of splendid activity in our general 

work. 
' The most notable event in our work in India was the permanent 
establishment of the Girls’ Boarding School, made possible by the 
gift of $10,000 from Mr. John Firch, of Spokane, Wash., with the 
promise of more for its endowment. 

To our African field six new missionaries have been sent, two 


‘of whom are supported by our Woman’s Home and Foreign Mis- 


sionary Society. It looks at last as though the seed sown in our 
African field through these years of trial would at last yield an 
increase. 

‘At home our general work is in a flourishing condition. Thirty- 
one missions are now supported in the home field. Seven of these 
were added to the list in the last year. For all these missions 
church buildings have been or are now being supplied. ‘ 

Our new magazine will be launched the first of January next, 
and this will mark a new epoch in our woman's work. As this will 
be the official organ of the Woman’s Home and Foreign Mission- 
ary Society, not one of our members can afford to be without it 
and it should have a place in every Lutheran home. 

We trust that the representative of that magazine will be cheer- 
ed by the enthusiasm of this convention. 

As to our Synodical Society, we must express feelings of joy 
mingled with those of regret. 

No new organizations were effected, though Bunker Hill reports 
&: Missionary program in connection with a monthly aid society and 


_an offering this year of twenty dollars towards the India Hospital 


Bed endowment. We hope by another year they may be enrolled 
as a full-fledged missionary society. 

Soon after last convention a request came from the general sec- 
retary for the names of pastors and congregations where mission- 
ary societies did not exist. Appeals were sent to them, and though 
‘we have heard of no definite results, we pray it was “seed sown in 
good ground,” and the future reap the fruits. It is not impossible 
for every congregation in Kansas Synod to have its missionary 
pastor and could made to realise its advantages

Out of this fund all missionaries are paid and the regular 
missionary enterprises are supported. 

2. That we make a special effort for a liberal thank offering in 
November. This offering swells the General Fund. A call has 
come for five new missionaries for India, and if we are to meet 
the new demands these two funds must be largely increased. 

3. That we give a generous Christmas offering. 

4. Watch the new magazine, “Lutheran Woman's Work,” for 
the special objects which the Executive Committee will place before 
us during the year, and let all the societies have a share in their 
support. 

5. That you do all you can to encourage the department secre- 
taries. Each department has its special line of work by which it 
tries to enlist the disinterested. 

6. That the children be given more attention and a systematic 
campaign be started by which they may become interested in mis- 
sions. 

7. That at canvas be made of our auxiliaries and all the 
women of the Lutheran congregations of Kansas Synod for sub- 
scriptions to the new magazine, “Lutheran Woman's Work.” 

8. In order that a treasurer's bond be valid it is required that a 
salary be paid. I therefore recommend that the treasurer of this 
society be paid a inal salary. ,

| Trustee’s Report. 


Five years ago at Salina missionary convention a number of the 
ladies discussed the propriety of endowing a bed in the India Hos- 
pital, finally concluding that the opportune time had not arrived to 
present the matter to the convention. From year to year following 
that time a little more interest in the work was aroused, each year, 
and yet the financial condition of the societies hindered the work 
from being presented. 

Not until the convention held in Emporia (1905) did the endowing 
of a bed in the India Hospital assume definite form. At that time 
the work was presented to the convention, and unanimously decided 
that the raising of one thousand dollars ($1,000) be the special 
work of the Missionary Societies of the Kansas Synod. Until the 
sum named be raised, a trustee was appointed to have the same in 
charge. 

With prayer and fidence in the people the work was under- 
taken, although not knowing what would be accomplished. God has 
His own time and way to move His people to good works. The 
liberal responses to the work gave evidence of interest. 

When $575.40 was ed at the Topeka convention much en- 
thusiasm was manifested. This left $424.60 for our next year’s 
work, 

The same trustee was continued in the work. With hope and con- 
fidence the work of another year was begun. 

Through the kindness of friends and societies, our hopes have been 
more than realized and prayers answered, which should be an in- 
spiration and encouragement to greater things in the future. 


God has led us nt by step until He has made it possible for the 


women and friends of the Kansas Synod to have a part in alleviat- 
ing the sufferings of heir India sisters, and to Him we give thanks 
for willingness and génerosity in this good cause.

Report of Thank-offering Secretary. 


Thankoffering Report. 


“Labor with what zeal we will, 
Something still remains 

Something uncompleted still 
Waits the rising of the sun.” 

There is no time in the year when we are more conscious or 
appreciative of the above than when the yearly report is called for 
at convention. And yet, it is with gratitude for progress the past 
year that your thank-offering secretary comes before you today. 
There have been without doubt opportunities lost, or not improved 
as they might have been, talents unused and responsibilities evaded. 
These are now things of the past. Let us profit by past experiences 
and labor so that the coming year wil! yield much more fruit than 
the one just closed. 

Our thank-offering as a whole was quite encouraging, but let us 
just try to do a little better this year. A little effort on the part of 
each one will mean so much to the cause in general. But what we 
do let it be done willingly and prayerfully. 

Your secretary has endeavored to keep in touch with each society. 
But it has been hard to get a full and correct report of the work. 
By mistake some would report the meeting and not the money; then 
some would report the money only and some failed to report at 
all. However, through the kindness of our treasurer I have been 
able to get a report of all the money, which was $220.02, an increase 
over the previous year, Oklahoma Society taking the lead with an 
offering of $23.31. I speak of this because it is one of the younger 
societies, only four years old, with a membership of 16. The next 
highest is Emporia, with 12 members and an offering of $20.00. 

However, the societies have all done well in the thank-offering 
department this year. 

Your secretary has sent out 77 letters and 20 postal cards, over 
100 tracts, beside a great many of the invitation letters and other 
literature; presented the cause whenever an opportunity afforded; 
15 replies have been received from different societies. 

That is quite an increase over last year. In fact, all along the line 
of work there has been a marked improvement and yet there is 
room for a great deal more. 
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_ One thing I would strongly advise, that of holding public thank- 
offering meetings, plan to have interesting meetings, talk them up 
and try to get your own members enthused, and there is no doubt 
when you get that accomplished you will interest others, in that way 
get new members and be a means of increasing our thank-offering. 
There have been eight public meetings reported to me the past year. 

Then, let us be more liberal with our literature, scatter it freely 
wherever and whenever you can, and don’t forget to urge the use of 
the mite box, always keeping it in a conspicuous place. Where the 
mite boxes have been used the best results have been obtained. | 

Now let me urge that the thank-offering meetings be promptly re- 
ported te your thank-offering secretary. Let this be done without 
solicitation and then the secretary will have no trouble keeping a 
complete record of your work and will be able to give a 
accurate report of the work throughout the Synod. 

At the last executive meeting $3.00 was allowed for expenses.

Report of Delegate to the General Convention. 


The Fifteenth General Convention of our Woman’s Home and 
Foreign Missionary Society met in Philadelphia, May 7-10. Having 
been selected by the Kansas Synodical Society as its representative 
in that convention, it was my privilege to attend its sessions, and it 
is with a sense of having derived much personal benefit that | pre- 
sent you herewith my report. As | attempt to relate the proceedings 
of this, the greatest convention our Lutheran women have ever held, 
my prayer is that I may also be able to impart to you in some meas- 
ure, at least, an idea of the marked spiritual character of that mag- 
nificent body of women, and the enthusiasm and consecration that 
pervaded ali their acts. 

The formal address of welcome was given by Mrs. Stoever, of 
Mt. Airy, welcoming us to the historic city of Brotherly Love and to 
the hearts and homes of the Lutheran people therein. 

Mrs. J. E. Hoick, from California, made fitting response, urging 
the more indifferent among Christian women to join our ranks if 
the message, “Go disciple all nations,” is to be heard around the 
world. Other greetings were heard from the Synodical Society of 
the Ministerium of Pennsylvania, that of the United Synod of the 
South, and from other missionary and Christian organizations. Dr. 
Kugler and the Rev. and Mrs. Albrecht brought greetings from the 
Indian field, while a letter was read from Miss Klein from Africa. 

Mrs. Witmer, of Des Moines, then led a symposium of the dele- 
gates on the subject, “Progress,” in which 21 took part, reporting 
the progress made by their respective Synodical societies during the 
Biennium, and the outlook for the future. 

In the evening of this first day the church was filled to overflow- 
ing, and nothing during the whole convention was more deeply im- 
pressive than the service of the Holy Communion. The President, 
Mrs. P. A. Heilman, then read her address, which was a most im- 


_ Pressive presentation of what the Woman's Society has done and 
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is doing for the Church and the world. We trust that all our mem- 
bers will read this excellent address as published in the minutes of 
convention. 

It will be best to pass by matters of routine business and touch 
only the conspicuous and salient features of the reports of the vari- 
ous officers. The Corresponding Secretary, Miss Mary Hay Morris, 
reported that during the Biennium there had been an increase of 
5,369 members. There were 65 new Woman's Societies and 26 
‘Young People’s, but a decrease of 8 in the number of Children’s Bands. 
The falling off in the children’s department and the small amount 
of interest manifested among the Y. P. was greatly deplored by 
the whole convention, and it was urged that special prayer be offered 
and more earnest work be undertaken to revive the work among the 
children and young people, upon whom after all the work of the 
evangelization of the world depends. Miss Morris reported 932 
societies of all departments, and 29,875 members. 

Mrs. E. D. Miller, General Treasurer, reported a large increase 
in the receipts over the previous Biennium. The total increase was 
$11,700, half of which, or $5,892, was in the Thank-offering depart- 
ment alone. The convention, however, heard with regret that the 
Christmas offering of 1906 and that for the Clarksburg Mission: fell 
short of the amount required more than a thousand dollars each. 
These were the only disappointments in the financial statement, and 
they embarrass and delay those funds very much. The total 
amount received by the general treasury during the two years was 
$72,507. This is the best report ever presented at a general conven- 
tion of our society, and was greeted with very enthusiastic demon- 
strations. 

The report of the Executive Committee is awaited with the most 
intense interest, as it sets forth the details of our general work. 
Mrs. K. B. Shaffer, Secretary of the Committee, presented this re- 
port, which was interrupted at times with hearty applause and fer- 
vent thanksgiving that our work has been so manifestly and abund- 
antly blessed of the Lord. No more important recommendation 
could be made by your delegate than that the representatives of the 
auxiliary societies here present, provide themselves with the print- 
' ed minutes and study this report. 

An item which aroused general enthusiasm was that the Hon. 
John F. Firch, of Spokane, Wash., had promised the sum of $10,000, 
to be used in founding a college for women in India. It was re- 
solved that it be called the Firch Memorial College for Women, 
and that plans of the Girls’ Boarding School be enlarged so that 
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the cost of buildings and equipment shall be $20,000, exclusive of 
$3,000 paid for the site. When this is all done, our work in India 
will be second to that of no other denomination in efficiency of 
equipment and thoroughness of organization. It was also reported 
that the Rev. and Mrs. Jeremiah Zimmerman contributed $2000 to 
build a chapel for the hospital work. The committee commended 
the special work undertaken by Synodical societies, particularly the 
endowment of beds in the hospital. Of the funds received, $18,800 
had been expended on Home Missions, $11,800 for Church Exten- 
sion, and $34,000 for Foreign Missions. 

Mrs. Emma B. Scholl, Historian, reported the addition of 239 
life members, making in all 1144. The importance of this part of 


new life member during the biennium. The historian recommended 
very strongly that societies should expend both time and money to 
spread missionary intelligence among the children and young people, 
calling attention to the fact, that if we succeed with the 225,000 
children of our Sunday-schools, we shall insure the largest possible 
results in the years to come. 

The Literature Committee expressed their gratification at the 
stimulus to the work brought about by the enthusiastic re- 
ception and faithful use of books of the United Study Course. Mis 
sion study classes are more than ever urged upon our women. This 
committee also reported the selection of a Scriptural Benediction 
for use at their meetings, and, also, the approval of a design for an 
official badge. 

In the report by the Home Department Secretary, all delegates 
were asked to urge their auxiliaries to give this phase of the work 
serious consideration and prompt action. 

The German Department reported only 18 societies in the 118 
German congregations of the General Synod. 

Our own Mrs. Bond, for the Thank-offering Department, reported 
that the thank-offerings of the two years reached the magnificent 
sum bf $19,386, an increase of almost $6,000 over the previous bi- 
ennium. 

Very great importance was placed by the convention on the Young 
People’s Department. The Secretary, Mrs. R. H. Hay, pleads for 
united study on the part of our young people, in order that they 
might develop the “world-wide heart,” which is the real solution of 
the world’s evangelization and its motive force. Special work for 
the young people has been assigned in the India-Africa girls’ schools.

| | the work was repeatedly impressed upon all delegates. It is to be 
t . regretted that the Kansas Society has not been enriched by a single 
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The Mission Band Secretary, Miss Rebecca Gordon, closed her 
report with the plea for a deeper concern in the work of training 
the children in the missionary spirit, and that more leaders might 
be found, adapted to the work among children, to further this de- 


partment. 

For the first time the General Society has had a Field Secretary, 
who began her services in this department Sept. 1, 1905. It is a 
matter of interest to the Kansas Synodical Society that the first and 
present incumbent of this office, Mrs. Helen C. Beegle, was at one 
time president of our Synodical Society, and at the time of he 
selection was taken from our territory. The results of this ne 
movement have justified both the establishment of it and the we 
tion of this particular officer. 

The convention program was well filled with addresses. Wher- 
ever it was possible to get one in it was done. tome of TS 
of our men and women in the whole Church were there. 

A number of practical features brought out during the convention 
were full of help and suggestion. 

The interest and enthusiasm which were in evidence during every 
moment of the convention reached their finest expression during 
the reading of the Magazine Committee’s Report. The main features 
of the recommendations were that the society undertake the publi- 
cation of a monthly magazine to be known as Lutheran Woman's 
Work, beginning January 1, 1908, at fifty cents a year. Following 
the lead of the representatives of the other Synodical Societies, your 
delegate subscribed in the name of the Kansas Synod the sum of 
Five Dollars for an autograph copy, and you are asked to ratify 
this by formal action. 

The historical exhibit, the best ever made, consisted of a series 
of charts representing a brief review of the development of the 
work from one biennium to another, and charts illustrative of the 
country and peoples of India and Africa; also charts prepared by 
the Synodical Historians and those furnished by the Home Missions 
under the care of the Society, with 60 photographs of Home Mis- 
sionaries. The Thank-offering Department had a series of charts 
marking the growth of that department, and illustrating special fea- 
tures in different synods. Mrs. A. V. Pohlman, one-time missionary 
to Africa, prepared an African village in miniature, depicting every- 
thing about the life in Africa from the material and architecture of 
the houses to the mode and fabric of the dress. The work of the 
young people and also that of the mission bands was made especially 
interesting. The women of the General Council Society and also 
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those of the General Synod South contributed to the exhibits. 


Mrs. J. P. Krechting conducted the closing exercises of the con- 
‘vention in a manner beautiful and impressive. 

This will go down into history as the greatest gathering of Luth- 
eran women ever held. Who can estimate the influences which 
shall owe their origin to the convention though they may not be 
recorded in the formal proceedings? The delegates and visitors re- 
turned to their homes filled with enthusiasm and renewed in 
strength, to diffuse among the societies in their own districts the 
spirit of the convention, and to reveal to our Lutheran women all 
over this land the vision of the grandeur of our woman’s work.

Abstract of paper on “Our Successors: What are We 
Doing to Train Them?” Mrs. A. F. Myser, Emporia. 


We can leave the church, as well as the unchurched in our own 
land, and the heathen in foreign lands, no better gift than a band 
of consecrated, intelligent young men and women, filled with mis- 
sionary enthusiasm. As a society, first, we must support by our gifts 
and prayers the work already begun ; and second, look to the welfare 
of our own children as our successors, and not make Christians of 
the heathen by our work, and heathen of our own Christian children 
by our neglect. In mother’s arms must the training be begun. The 
child is here taught the first great lessons of faith. Here it is 
taught to pray, to love the Bible, to reverence the Sabbath, etc. But 
how shall we reach children who come from homes that are not 
Christian or oaly nominally Christian, and interest them in mis- 
sionary work? For this purpose, as well as for the further train- 
ing of our own children, our Society has organized the Mission 
Band. We missionary women are responsible for this work, and 
the way in which we do it will in a great measure determine our 
success. We often train children away from Mission Bands, and 
interest in missions by our attitude toward that work even while 
engaged in doing it. Our attitude towards our own missionary 
society is equally important. Only twelve meetings a year and the 
time and place of meeting fixed, so that we know when and where, 
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and yet how often are we late, or go as if we were going to be 
offered up, or make some trifling excuse, which we ourselves do not 
believe, and do not go at all. Think you the children gather mis- 
sionary enthusiasm and inspiration from our lives under such con- 
ditions? If our missionary society is a success, our work with the 
children will be a success. . . . In the training of our successors 
we must not forget the power of the press. Our children will read 
and we are responsible if they do not read that which will con- 
tribute to their highest good. . . . Concern for the souls of others 
will make us faithful to our own society, and above all, faithful in 
teaching our successors. If nothing else in life, may we be faithful 
to Christ, for the reward is great, even as He Himself hath said, 
“Be thou faithful unto death and I will give thee a crown of life.”
